The meeting lasted half an 
hour. Salisbury was accompanied by 
Goschen uud both were cheertd heartily 
when they outered. Tbe Premier in hi» 
address to the conference referred feel- 
iugly to the late Earl of Iddideigh un 1 
the loss the government has incurred by 
reason of Lis death. The Marquis ulso 
dwelt on the secession from the govern­ 
ment of Lord Churchill, which tbe 
speaker deseribeil as “a considerable loss 
to the paity.” Gosehen a acceptance of 
office under the present governuieut, Sal­ 
isbury said, had slroDg’hened the Con­ 
servative party. The Marquis said tfiat 
wo huve arrived at serious lusiucss and 
that he hoped that the government 
would Le aide, by reforming the rules of 
procedure to restore to the Goiumous its 
capacity for work and i*.« reputation for 
Courtesy, adding: “ Wo shall be able 
to deil with the question of local gov­ 
ernment for Ireland and other measures. 
1 Lope,” lie said, “ that the present 
law will bo sufficient to enable the au­ 
thorities to cope successfully with Ire­ 
land.” In any case, all bills will be 
postponed until utter the conclusion of 
tbo proceedings for the reform of pro­ 
cedure rules and the action on esti­ 
mates. The Government ex rooted to 
present the budget during the first week 
in April.

Several members urged that the Govern­ 
ment introiluce in Parliament a local 
government bill for England, Scotland 
and Wales, the provisions of which 
should be extended to Ireland.

conduct by a jury of English Catholics 
in London. This statement provoked 
great enthusiasm in the conference.

B er lin, February 21. — The exact 
strength of tbe government in tbe new 
Reichstag will not be known until one 
or more votes are taken. It is antici­ 
pated that some members of the Center 
parly who opposed the Septenuate in the 
old Reichstag and who have been con­ 
verted by connsels from tbe Vatican, 
will be returned to the new Reichstag. 
How many is not known. Thu elections 
in this city have resul'ed unfavorably 
ror all government candidates in four of 
six divisions. A second ballot will be 
necessary, but in each of these divisions 
nuti Septennate candidates have nt pres­ 
ent a majority. In the first division 
Talotz, New German Liberal, has 78S2 
and Zedlitz Neukircb, Septennist, 7008. 
In the second division Kirohow, New 
German Liberal, received 16,439 and 
Wolff, Septcnnist, 16,108. In the third 
division Mnnikle, New German Liberal, 
reoeived 104 000 and Christensen, So­ 
cialist, 90 800. In all these divisions 
there will be a second ballot. In the 
north division it is reported that the 
Socialist, Singer, is elected, Lut the offi­ 
cial returns from the division have not 
vet been received. In the fifth district 
Faumbach, New German Liberal, bus 
10,076 and Major Blutne, Septenrist, 
70,009. In the sixth «liviaion (Hazen- 
clever, Socialist, in elected by a large 
majority over Grelling, New German 
Liberal and Holtz, Sepiennate. 
In the fourth division in this city 
Singer, 
Socialist, received 28,958 ; 
Evers, Septennist, 11,971, and Professor 
Hemt-I, New German Liberal, 9242. In 
the sixth division H&senclever, Socialist, 
rrceived 30,457 ; Palbe. Septcnnist, 
18,981, and Grelling, New German 
Liberal, 11,778. The net rtsult of tbe 
Berlin vote is as follows : Socialists 
90,107, a gain of 22,000; Septenuiste, 
69,875 ; New German Liberals, 85,884. 
The Government parties bave gained 
13,000 votes and the new German Liber­ 
als have lost 50,000. 
Returns from the 
provinces show losses by the new Ger­ 
man Liberals. 
Herr Richter’s organ, 
Freiainnige Zeilung, consoles the party 
by declaring that tb ; Socialists profited 
by the Radical disasters. 
This, 
however, is not exactly the case. 
Tbe 
combined ' Conservative 
and 
National Liberals, supporters of the 
Heptennate, aro securing many Beats 
though there is no clear prospect of 
their having a working majority as the 
Ccutreists seem to have voted in uudim- 
ished numbers. 
Forekenbeck, Bam­ 
berger, Hauffenberg uud Gen. Von 
M oltke are re-elected. Metz elected 
Antoine, anti-German; Siegen returned 
Stocker. A feature of the election is 
the unusual number of second ballots 
necessary, a fact that proves the olose- 
ncBs of the contestp. 
An nnalysis of the polling shows that 
to-day’s contest was uoprecedontedly 
stubborn. As night advauced the ex­ 
citement became intense. Thousands of 
people surrounded the newspaper offices, 
waiting for special editions giving re­ 
turns. 
It is stated that Singer and 
Has^nclever have cich over 12,000 ma­ 
jority in this city. Second ballots are a 
necessity in Koenigsberg, Elberfeld, 
Breslau, Lubeck, Deresen, AUstodt, 
Frankfurt, Dantzic, Stettin, Cologuo 
and 
Munich 
Septennists 
are 
elected. 
In Bremen, Leipsie and 
Bruuswick the Socialist organization 
bas been most complete and Socialiat 
electors were brought to the polls in 
battalions.

All interested in the benevolent work 
of tbo city will rt-joice with the ladies of 
the Flower Festival Society ia the 
knowledge that the completion of their 
beautiful and comfortable “ Boarding 
Home,” which will be formally opened 
March 1st, makes it possible for them to 
receive and care for aged homeless wom­ 
en of limited means as well as the young 
workers, for whose comfort and safety 
the “ Home" was originally designed. 
There is, perhaps, no more significant 
or hopeful fact iu the history of current 
events than the complete organization of 
benevolent work; everywhere the obli­ 
gation to provide for thosj who canuot 
provide for themselves is accepted with­ 
out question und prompt action taken 
to secure the best results from the means 
expended, 
by careful systumization. 
B ut all who bave entered this depart­ 
ment of the world’s work, know well 
that at best they are only able to relieve 
the advance guard of that vast army, 
“ the needy." 
The pheuomenal rapidity of the growth 
of our city has made the work of 
philanthropic of almost appalling mag­ 
nitude and exigence, but nobly gener­ 
ous response has been mudo to all claims 
and the sequence in the development of 
plans has betn noteworthy. 
First, the benevolent society, caring 
for the needy of every cIh b s aud condi­ 
tion; next, the orphan’s home and free 
kindergartens, then the Flower Festival 
Society, throwing the rafeguards of a 
real home around young girls while they 
seek to earn a living amtd tbe snares of 
a crowded city. Thus, step by step, the 
most pressing wants have beeu met and 
supplied, but nieauwhile on every hand 
other wants nod woes were outcrying 
for relief. The benevolent society is 
saddened by appeals to which they can­ 
not respond. The hoard of managers of 
tbe orphan’s home tiud many children 
in worse condition than orphans, half 
orphans and abandoned children. The 
Flower Fe tival Society have listened to 
applications so varied us to have been 
amusing if they hadnot been so pathetic. 
No appeal has touched more deeply than 
that made so frequently foraged women. 
B ut the limited capacity of the home 
has always presented au effectual bar­ 
rier to any pluns for their relief. Now 
the ladies oan enjoy the privilege of 
sheltering some, bowed beneath the 
weight of years aud sorrows, whose 
means are too meager to secure the same 
degree of comfort m ouy other wav. 
This arrangement, temporary though 
it must be. and limited in extent, will 
be a real relief till permanent aud more 
extended provision can be made for this 
olnss.

F o u n d o n a R o o f C a u se a H lood<

Boston, February *21.—On the corner 
of Kneeland and Federal streets stands 
a four-story brick residence block con­ 
taining hundreds of inmates of the low­ 
est class. 
Narrow stairs run from both 
streets to the roof, furnishing opportu­ 
nities for ingress and egress th at have 
often baffled the police. 
On the top of 
this building, arranged in heaps just in­ 
side of a shallow wooden cornice, was 
fouud by the police a miscellaneous as­ 
sortment of bricks and paving stones. 
It is thought they were to be used for 
an attack upon oars which pass tbe 
building. The possibilities of au attack 
uf this nature are simply horrible to 
contemplate. 
A shower of bricks de­ 
scending from this height on crowded 
horse cars under the cloik of darkness 
would have beeu murderous in tbe re­ 
sult. W ith a slight possibility of trac­ 
ing the perpetrators the South Boston 
road was at once notified, and so the 
cars were taken off each night, despite 
public inconvenience, and police were 
stationed in the vicinity.

N ew Y ork, February 21.—The Star'a 
W ashington correspondent telegraphs 
that there is no longer any doubt here 
that Carlisle is to be Secretary of the 
Treasury. 
I t is also thought to be 
settled that Pendleton is going into the 
Cabinet, and that Garland is going out. 
There does not Beem to be as much 
certainty as to Colonel Lamont, but it 
is the general opinion that he will be 
made Postmaster-General. He has won­ 
derful executive abilities and^rert skill 
in dealing with men. 
W ith the members of the Lower 
House the speakership is becoming a 
pressing question. Raudall’s candidacy 
will be stoutly resisted by the Revenue 
reformers. If Carlisle is not in tbe next 
House the absence of Morrison will be a 
great loss to the reformers. Hatch, of 
Missouri, and Mills, of Texas, are talked 
of as candidates for the speakership. Both 
being ex-Coufederates tbe question will 
arise whether that will make the men 
unavailable for the speakership. The 
belief is that the party oan now safely 
rest upon the assumption that the war 
ia ended aud the country at peace. 
The chances for the appuiutment of 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Fairchild to be Mr. Manning’s suc­ 
cessor are stated to be very remote. He 
is at present entirely oat of the list of 
pnss ble selections for this high position. 
Manning’s influence with the adminis­ 
tration seems to have melted away. 
It is currently reported here that Man­ 
ning’s mental condition is deplorable, 
and that bis resignation, notwithstand­ 
ing the correspondence between himself 
and President Cleveland, waa virtually 
forced. The best informed politicians 
take no stock in the rumor that either 
Pendleton or Carlisle will be Manuing’s 
successor, and a boom for Smith Weed, 
of New York, is being worked up.

Drs. lii icoland-and Patterson, mem­ 
ber-! of tho Senate Committee on Hos­ 
pitals, yesterday visited the two hos­ 
pitals, or rather, orphan asylums, in this 
city, which receive aid from the Slate, 
namely, the Orphans’ Home, on College 
street, conducted by a band of noble

make a favorable report, with the un­ 
derstanding that these two uew build­ 
ings will shortly be in course of election. 
Senator Brioeland, of the Hospital 
Committee, is also a member of tbe 
State Board of Health. Oa Sunday 
evening he met Dr. H. S. Orine of this 
city, President of the State Board of 
Health, acting Health Officer Baker, 
President of the Council Breed and 
Chief of Police Skinner, and ba-i a talk 
as to the sanitary condition of tbe 
southern country, and what measures 
were neoesiary tobe take a to prevent 
the introduction of contagious diseases 
into this State from Mexico and other 
places south of ns. Senator Bnceland 
said that he would urge au appropriation 
of $20,000 to be placed in the h mds of 
the State Board of Health, the money to 
be expended in creating inspectors at 
Yuma aud other border places. 
It 
necessary a portion of this sum shall bd 
expended iu preserving a strict quaran­ 
tine whenever occasion demands it. 
He says that it is a question in which 
economy must not enter, 09 it affect* the 
whole State, for the reason that should 
a cont&gioua diseuse become rampant in 
Southern California it would surely 
penetrate to the utmost confines of the 
State, even unto Shasta in the extreme 
northern citrus belt, in which locality 
the Senator resides.
